T1MRS IV THAT TERRITORY, UBrOKE TlIK WA». 


To most people, in whose lives there are 


so few events of public moment, the anni- 
versary of suoh affairs as Gen. W W. H 
Davls's connection with, those of New 
Mexico, says The Doylestown 
Intelli- 


gencer, 
are not 
easily erased from 


memory and are usually celebrated. With 
men whose lives have been full of such 
things they come in for little notice. 


In a little chat with Gen. W. W. H. 


Davis, of Doylestown, this was shown very 
clearly. 


When an Intelligencer reporter remind- 


ed him that Sunday was the anniversary 
ot the day when ho started for New Mexi- 
co to act as United States Attorney 
General he was busily engaged in his labor 
of love at the Bucks County Historical 
Society Museum and had forgotten all 
about suoh an important thing. 


"Why, yes, so It was," 
he eiclaimed. 


"I left October 11, 1853, and after an 
overland trip of over 2000 miles, reached 
Santo Fe December 1, 
1853, having 


traveled the last 1000 miles across the 
Great Plains In a mule wagon. 


"On the way we saw lots of Indians and 


had a big scare, but nobody was hurt 
For three or four days we traveled through 
herds of buffalo that made the earth 
tremble. 
We shot some, for during all 


that time we were never out of sight of 
them. That Is a sight you can never see 
again, for the buffalo is practically ex- 
tinct. 


"I was United States District Attorney 


for one year. Thon I was Secretary of 
the Territory, which corresponds to secre- 
tary of State, here, and filled the office of 
Attorney General. During the absence of 
the Governor I acted in his place for a 
year. Besides this I was at one time 
Superintendent 
of Indian 
Affairs and 


Superintendent of Public Buildings." 


During the chat 
the General 
told 


several stories which added to the intercut 
of the tale. 


"Arriving at 
Sante Fe I 
aekud a 


stranger if there was any news. At first 
he shook hie head in the negative uud 
then he said dryly: 
' 


"Well, yes. Last night Judge Lynch 


held Court in his stable yaid and this 
morning two men are missing." 


In addition to his other work the Gen- 


eral, who always has been industrious, 
published a newspaper, in Spanish and 
English, for tbreu years. A file of this 
paper Is now In possession of the Histori- 
cal Society. 


"I practiced law for some time," he 


continued. "The circuit was one of 1000 
miles and this I rode on horse back. This 
was in addition to my work as United 
States District Attorney in the Territorial 
and United States Courts. General!} we 
had pretty good Judges. One was a mun 
from Mississippi, who was a great friend 
of Jeff Davis. 


"Mail facilities in those days v,ere very 


poor. 
In Santa Fe they had one mail a 


month and even In the most urgent cases 
It took three months to write East and get 
a reply. Living was very high, but the 
climate was ihe best in the world. 


"You could kill your dog and leave it 


on the front step," declared the General, 
"and you would never have any offensive 
odor about 
The carcass simply dried up. 


If you left your razor In the street you 
could use it the next morning, for nothing 
rusted. The air was pure and clear. I 
remember that very fall the men i would 
go 
out and hunt buffalo. 
When they 


brought the meat home, they would cut it 
in strips and hang it on clothes lines and 
fences and leave it there until dried. 
They never used any salt 
The climate 


did the rest. Consumption was not knou n 
as a disease of the country. 


"In 1856 when I wai returning to the 


East, my party was captured by Arapahoe 
Indians. 
We had two women and a child 


in the party and for them I was concern- 
ed. 
But w« got out of It all right by pay- 


ing a sum as ransom. 
We were with the 


U. S. Mail then. Twenty years afterward 
when I went back to visit the country 
everything was changed and I only saw 
two men who remembered me."

"Penney" to Control Trolleys. 


Indications are growing that the Penn- 


sylvania Railroad, 
either directly 
or 


through Interests closely allied with that 
corporation, proposes to go into the busi- 
ness of operating trolley lines for the 
short-haul traffic in and about Philadel- 
phia. 


A short time ago a company made up of 


Fourth Vice President Samuel Rea and 
several employes of the road took out a 
charter for K trolley line to run from 
Bristol to Trenton, and presumably to use 
the discarded bridge of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad over the Delaware. On Saturday 
It was announced from Harrisburg that a 
charter had been granted authorising the 
Overbrook, Bryn Mawr and Paoll Street 
Railway Company to build a lino twenty- 
three miles long, from the intersection of 
tho City Line avenue and Lancaster>turn 
pike, in Lower Merion township, Mont- 
gomery county, to Paoll, thence to Villa- 
nova, thence to the Intersection of the 
Philadelphia, Bala and Bryn Mawr turn- 
pike, through Lower Merlon with the west- 
erly line of City Line avenue. 
Also, from 


Narbertb avenue, Lower Merion, to Nar- 
berth station. The capital is $Ug,000. 
Samuel Rea is named as the president of 
the road. The other ^corporators are 
William B. Sehofleld, Merehantville, N. 
J.; O. J. Derousse, 0. M. Bunting aud 
J. N. Purviance. Philadelphia. 


This line takes in ithe very territory 


which for years the influence of the Penn- 
sylvania interests has been strong- enough 
to keep sacred from the trolley Invasion. 


Incidentally, it taps the territory that Is 


designed to be used by the mysterious 
Philadelphia and Western road, which has 
been thought in some quarters to be an 
entering wedge for the Wabash into Phil- 
adelphia. Mr. Rea and his associates are 
also said to have the securing of other 
charters in view, but an authoritative 
statement either on this point or the pur- 
poses of the lines already projected has not 
been obtained. 


It can readily be seen that the Penn- 


sylvania with a series of short line trolleys 
to suburban points under its direct or 
indirect control Vould be in a position to 
make such lines immensely profitable. 
For some time past the railroad has shown 
a disposition to look on the suburban traf- 
fic as a burden to the system, that did not 
return a fair share of profits, It would be 
a comparatively easy matter to so adjust 
time tables as to throw the bulk of the 
suburban traffic to the trolley lines. This 
would help relieve the congestion in 
through freight and passenger traffic with- 
out interfering with profits or the demands 
of suburban riders. 


Mr. Rea's connection with the project is 


taken to mean that at least the construc- 
tion and securing of right of way will not 
meet with obstacles from Pennsylvania 
interests. 


Miss Cshlll Curses High Noola.

first step in a reform movement to be 
taken by an actress, but Miss Marie 
Oahlll, the star in "Nancy Brown" has 
come out fiat-footed against high French 
heels.

company, messages were sent to bring 
employes of the company, where the suave 
gentleman in his most gracious manner 
eought to impress upon bis summoned 
hearers tbe duty and necessity of voting 
for the eminent jurist and "non-partisan" 
nominee—Jndge Barman Yerkes. 


About town persuasive eloquence was 


supplemented by liberal supply of cash and 
"booze." Rum and beer was dispensed 
In the Interests of Judge Yerkes in all 
quarters, and attempts to purchase votes 
were boldly made. One hireling in the 
Second ward gave a man two dollars on 
election day to vote for Yerkes, and the 
money was handed over to a Stout leader 
and the man walked into the polls and 
Toted the straight Republican ticket! 


Election day was a perfect one, and in 


consequence a large vote wan polled, and 
when the results were computed it was 
found that for Jndge Mahlon H. Stout 
had carried all four wards.

THE BETTING. 


Considerable excitement prevailed in 


town on -Saturday when a number of wag- 
ers were made on the result of the elec- 
tion. 
For several days Yerkes dollars in 


•mounts ranging from $10 to $500 were 
flounted In tbe faces of tbe Stout support- 
ers, but on Saturday tbe confidence in 
Stout's election was 10 great that ever? 
Yerkes bet was gobbled up and on Mon- 
day one enthusiastic plunger went about 
town with $1500 in greenbacks looking for 
a cbanca to get a Serkes man to bet One 
prominent contractor wagered $600 on 
Stout, an ax-police officer $200, an attor- 
ney $300, an oxpressman $100. 
There, 


were many smaller wagers. The Yerkes 
end was held up principally by three Mill 
street merchants, a shoe dealer, a cigar 
dealer and a liquor dealer. There are

BW men would voluntarily has-

On the con- 
trary, what niau would not prefer to 
remain alive even at the cost of humble 
comfort now and absolute postmortem 
obscurity? 
Moreover. I think that 


Clyde French, had he foreseen the stir 
his mortal remains were to create in 
this world, would not only have clung 
madly to life, but would have prear- 
ranged for something like a decent cre- 
mation to follow his final departure.

They 'were In a 
wanner climate when they started over, 
but they are Just as dead a» I'll ever be.

•f prospectors had discovered French's 
body and had delivered It to a Greek 
priest, who, in turn, had embalmed It 
•nd sent it out to me C. O. D. 


I gave the documents to my city edi- 


tor and directed that the man on the 
Alaska desk write a glowing introduc- 
tion. Then I went down the hill to 
Slabb'i for a look at my property. 


I had never before seen a body which 


had died of freezing. 
The shock at 


sight of French's remains was distinct 
There lay the body in its rough pros- 
pector's dress, bearded and ruddy of 
color! I stared at it a moment and 
then became convinced that It was a 
hoax; that the man was alive and ly- 
ing there to complete a ghoulish, prac- 
tical Joke on me. But after Slabb had 
made me touch the firm, cold flesh and 
had explained that frostbitten bodies 
often showed ruddy tints upon thaw- 
ing I went Into the office to think it 
over.

Then I looked 
ii nd felt my own blood chill, for that 
llilng in the coffin had shrunk six 
inches Iff n week, and Its graveclothes

We'called In a physician, and after 


n long consultation the body was strip- 
I'Od, accurately measured and dressed 
la n new outfit of clothing. Then we 
established n watch over it, noting the 
(Jnily appearance. 
At: the end of a 


week there had developed a decided 
shrinkage—something over five Inches— 
In the length' of the body. A close ex- 
amination disclosed the fact that it was 
shrinking symmetrically. My 200 pound j 
friend would not know his own body 
now. It had dwindled to ICO pounds. 


The excitement renlly commenced 


wltli my publication trial night of tills 
second Kensatlon in the peculiar ac- 
tions of Clyde French's remains. The 
Associated Press authorities questioned 
my account, and I invited them to send 
a special agent to verify It. lie came, 
find forthwith a dally account of our 
lively dead went over the A. P. wire. 
Kronen's remains from a transient 
guest at Slabb's became the center of 
an excited nation's attention. It would 
have done the poor fellow good had he 
foreknown that his story was now to 
move up to first page, first column, No. 
1 head, and remain there Indefinitely. 


First the city physicians examined 


him and noted the daily shrinkage. 
Then began the pilgrimages from curi- 
ous suburbs and skeptical county seats. 
Then Slabb established visiting hours, 
and only professional men were allow- 
ed a view. The executive body of the 
National Association of Undertakers 
crossed the continent and passed an 
opinion on the phenomenon, and the 
governor of the state issued a procla- 
mation, an act which gave my prop- 
erty official recognition.

How )7reiih Air In Supplied In the 


Uoilern Tall Bnllitlnco. 


Hundreds of men and women are 


boxed up all day long in little cages 
on every floor of the "modern office 
building. 
Yet this mass of huddled 


humanity never suffers from any lack 
of fresh air. The ventilation is per- 
fect, a fact which often surprises for- 
eign architects. 


The delivery of fresh air Into a sky- 


scraper is as big a busiess as the de- 
livery of water or electricity. It is not 
left to chance. Cold, fresh air is forced 
into the building by a blowing engine 
and passes through large ducts and 
controlling registers to the different 
rooms. In winter this air is heated 
by passing through coils of steam 
pipes. 
• Often the blower is arranged to de- 
liver both hot and cold air, and the 
ducts are provided with mixing valves 
which cau be set to combine the two 
blasts in any required 
proportion. 


Thus one can have fresh air of exact- 
ly the temperature called for by the 
weather. 


Bad air is got rid of by wall regis- 


ters near the floor through which the 
vitiated air escapes into ducts which 
lead to a large common outlet above 
the roof. These ducts may be of sheet 
iron or they may be of tile built in 
the wall like chimney flues. Some- 
times they are large spaces inclosed in 
the upper parts of the corridors by 
false ceilings. 


In other cases the bad air is taken 


to the basement and discharged by an 
exhaust fan into a tall outside shaft 
used for that purpose only.—New York 
Press.
